The nice adjustment necessary in the 


various parts of the immense engines 
now employed for some of the trains 
on our great railway lines may be indi- 
cated by a fuw data of the work per- 
formed hy these parts when the loco- 
moti\e is viorkod at high speed. Thus, 
in thf case of u. passenger engine at CO 
mik"- an hour, a driving wheel of o1/' 
feet diami'tiT revolves live times ev- 
ery stolid, aud, UiU being so, the re- 
cipimating parts of, each cylinder, in- 
chiding one pMou rod, crosshcad and 
eoniHM tli'i', nxl, \\et?hiiig about GoO 
pouii'K uui t Mo\e back aud forth a 
ilhtaiifo e'H'.il li> the stroke, say 2 
feet, o\t.'O time the wheel revolves, or 
in the fifth of a second; this weight 
starts from a state of rest at tho end 
of each stroko of tho piston and must 
acquire a velocity of 32 feet per second 
in one-twentieth of a second, and must 
be brought to a state of rest la the 
same period of time. A piston IS Inch- 
es in diameter has an nrca of 234% 
square Indies; steam of loO pounds 
pressure per square inch would there- 
fore exert a force on the piston equal 
to 38,175 pounds, which force is ap- 
plied alternately on each side of the 
piston ten times in a second.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.
